HISTORICAL. 
A well attended meeting of” the 
Lennox and Addington. Historical 


Suciety was held at the Public Library 
building on Tuesday evening, June llth. 

The Constitution recommended by 
the Exeeutive Committee, was, with a 
few amendments, confirmed by the 
Society. The annual dues were fixed 
at one dollar for annual members, one 
dallar and a half for family members, 
fifty cents for juvenilé members and 
fifteen dollars for life menibers. 

Twenty-six of those present joined 
the Society. As about fifteen others 
have signified their intention to be- 
come members, and as the Constitut- 
ion provides that all clergymen and 
teachers resident in the County shall 
be ex-officio members, it would seem 
that the success of the movement is 
assured, 

The President reported the progress 
which has been made toward the com- 
pletion of the permanent home of the 
Association, and spoke briefly of re- 
Cent accessions. 

After the general business had been 
transacted, My, Frederick Burrows 
gave a very interesting address on his 
early experiences as Inspector of 
Schools for the County of Lennox and 
Addington. 

Mr. Burrows will write a paper for 
the Society covering the subject upon 
which he spoke, and this paper will be 
incladed in the first volume of Records 
and Papers issued by the Society. 

The meeting adjourned at 9.30 p. m.

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DOWNFALL OF SOUR LAKE 





TEXAS OIL TOWN WHOSE BOOM 
HAS COLLAPSED. 


Land Sold There at $500,000 an Acre 
Unce—Used Again for Growing 
Cotton, 


The glories of the cil boom days of 
Sour Lake, Texas, are passing away. 
Now the big frame building known 4s 
Miller's Hotel is being removed, says a 
writer in the New York Sun. 

It was erected at the height of the 
boom, when fabulous prices were being 
charged for everything. In those, days 
much of the business of the town was 
curried on in tents. 

Tentes where the price of a night's bed 
ranged from $1 to $5 were numerous. 
Even then the best bed was an uncom- 
fortable cot. But when the weather was 
bad the tents were better than the open 
air, and the taverns made small fortunes 
for their keepers. 

Then came the period when the boom- 
ers thought that Sour Lake was destined 
o become s.a great city. It had already 
grown from a village of perhaps fifty 
inhabitants to a town of probably six 
thousand people. The erection of more 
substantial structures had begun, and 
one of the first of these was Miller's 
}lotel, 

The oil fleld was producing hundreds 
of theusands of barrels each week. 
l.and values went up from $5 an acre to 
us high as $500,000 an acre. The latter 
sum us not as high as the price which 
some of the land in the Spindle Top field, 
near Beaumont, reached in the heyday 
of its cil excitement, but it was a pretly 
stiff price to be paid for land which only 
a few months before could have been 
bought for $3 an acre, 


THEN THE COLLAPSE. 


The town grew to such importance 
that the Southern Pacific Railroad built 
& branch line here from Nome, and an- 
other railroud. the Beaurnont, Sour Lake 
and Western, was bullt here from Beau- 
inont. ‘The traffic in oil and general 
supplies was heavy, and all the people of

FOREST THINNING. 


Keeps @rees from Interfering With Each 
Other—When To Do It. / 


The care of.a forest tree plantation by 
no means ends When the trees have been 
planted and have successfully got 
through their first two or three years of 
life. In a few years the crowns of the 
trees louch and the struggle for life be- 
gins. If the trees are allowed to grow 
straight on without interference, there 
comes a lime when the growth comes al- 
most to a standstill, The strength of 
the trees is taken up with this fight with 
one another for light, instead of in lay- 
ing on wood. In order to modify this 
struggle, some of the trees must be 
taken out, 

The ideal state for a forest is that the 
crowns of the trees should just touch 
each other, in this condition they do not 
interfere with one another, while on the 
clher hand they shade the ground com- 
pletely and = preserve its moisture and 
prevent the humus from being broken 
up 

In theory, of course, thinning should 
commence when the crowns of the trees 
begin to interfere with one another, and 
continual thinning should preserve this 
candition. 

In practice, this is often too expensive, 
and the rule is often given: “Thin as 
soon as the thinnings taken out will pay 
fov the work of thinning.” wo * 

In all thinning, of course, any’ trees 
‘that are dead or decayed shoulé be taken 
cul at onee. They are of no possible 
‘use. While on the olhér hand they may 
furnish a chance for insects or for rot- 
producing fungi lo get into the dead or 
sick trees and thence -alfect the more 
thrifly trees.

FOREST THINNING. 
Keegs Trees from Interfering With Fach 
Other—When To Do Kk. ‘ 


The care of a forest tree plantation by 
no means ends when the trees have been 
planted and have successfully — got 
through their first two or three years of 
life. In a few years the crowns of the 
trees touch and the struggle for life be- 
gins. If the trees are allowed to grow 
straight on without interference, there 
comes a time when the growth comes al- 
most to a standstill. The strength of 
the trees is taken up with this fight witn 
ene another for light, instead of in lay- 
ing on wood. In order to modify this 
struggle, some of the trees must -be 
taken oul, 

The ideal state for a forest is that the 
crowns of the trees should just touch 
each other; in this condition they do not 
inlerfere with one another, while on the 
ether hand they shade the ground com- 
pletely and = preserve its moisture und 
prevent the humus from being broken 
up 

In theory, of course, thinning should 
commence when the crowns of the trees 
begin to interfere with one another, and 
continual thinning sheuld preserve this 
condition. 

In practice, this is often too expensive. 
and the rule is often given: “Thin as 
soon as the thinnings taken out will pas 
fov the work of thinning.” @ z 

In all thinning, of course. any? trees 
thal are dead or decayed should be taken 
cul at gnee. They are of no possible 
use. While on-the olfier hand they may 
furnish a chance for insects or for rot- 
producing fungi lo get into the dead or 
sick trees and thenee -alfect the more 
thrifty trees.

ly worked in one such establishment 
for four months so that 1 could point 
to a printed diploma which says, ‘For- 
merly with Mme. A. of Fifth avenue.’ 
It pays any dressmaker to arm herself 
with credentials of that kind. She 
ought to have her diploma framed and 
hung on the wall like a doctor's diplo- 
ma, so’as to give confidence to doubt- 
ing customers,”’—New York Sun.

The chief factors “entering into ‘he 
cest of production are jebor and cost 
ot food.. The labor generally includes 
that of man, animal end machinery, ' 
This is difficult to estimate because the 
life of machinery is so short and the 
expense of keeping farm teams extends ° 
throughout the year, whether they ar 
working or not. For this purpose, I 
have a daily labor record, which shows 
the cost of work put Gn each crop ea 
day... We have printed timie cards, 
which each man fills out, that are valu- 
alle on large farms: These*are trans- : 
ferred to the larger daily sheet, which 
shows where each man and team: has 
worked each hour. , 

The cost of team labor is calculated 
in periods of ‘six months, so as to in- 
ciude several winter months in each 
tye It is fair to the whole system 
of farming to charge teain labor by #&s 
average cost per hour, based upon & 
period of six months. This cost in- 
ciudes feed, shoeing and~all deprecia- 
tion in horses, harness and wagons. 
‘The labor of the man is charged up at 
what it costs per hour and. the laber 
of fhe owner the same, when he ‘works 
with the man. ' 

To make proper charge 
ery, some depreciation on ils value 
must be charged to each crop. Special 
wachinery, such as for hay, potatoes, 
ele.. lasts about five years and 20 per 
cent. of the value is a fair deprecia- 
tion.

OUTLINE OF SCHEME. 


That is to say, a drunkard is brought 
before the court, and sentenced to a 
term ‘of imprisonment. This is then re- 
mitted, on condition that the culprit’ re- 
ports himself, or ‘erself, as the case 
may be, to the court missionary periodi- 
cally, and that that functionary, in his 
turn submits favorable reports to the 
magistrate. At the end of a certain per- 
iod, if the offender's conduct meanwhile 
has been satisfactory, he (or she) is let 
off altogether, ‘ 

Such is the scheme. It possesses ob- 
vious advantages, not the least amongst 
which is the fact that it entails no ex- 
pense upon anybody, requiring neither 
inebriate homes for detention, nor any 
staff of officials of any kind whatever. 
One disadvantage, as Mr. Plowden 
readily admits, is that people are apt to
